The 
senator’s opponents will hold, it is 
said, that the state convention's re- 
jection of Reed by a decisive votg 
should govern and that the aliter- 
nate named by the district and rati- 
fied by the state mets shoald be 
seated, 

May Abandon nwo-Thirds Rule.

A slight earth tremor was felt 
here Friday morning.

Chicago, June 21.—With R. D. 

Jonas, said by the police to be the 
white leader of an organization ad- 
vocating the return of negroes to 
Abyssinia; Grover C.- Redding and 
seven negroes under arrest in con- 
neetion with a riot last night in 
the Chicago black belt that result- 
red in the killing of two white men 
and the, wounding of several] ne- 
groes, police and federal officers 
began an investigation of the “Star 
Order of Ethiopia,” whose mem- 
bers were reported to have par- 
ticipated in the affair. 
The police were still searching 
for Joseph Fernon, who is said to 
call himself the “great Abyssinian,” 
and his son. According to reports, 
they, garbed in fantastic raiment, 
also were leaders of ‘the parade. 

Jonas said that he had warned 
federal officers last week of the 
Proposed parade of the cult, and 
that they should be on the watch 
for trouble, but declared that no 
attentio had been paid to his 
statement. 

Packages.of pamphlets explain- 
ing “Egyptian secrets” were taken 
from Redding. He had concealed 
them under his clothing. They 
were held as evidence of his al- 
leged activities among negroes in 
spreading the cult. 

The inquest into the deaths of 
Charles Hoyt, a cigar store clerk, 
and Robert L. Rose, a sailor, vic- 
tims of the riot, was postponed un- 
til June 26, at the request of the 
police. Captain Caughlin, of the 


Cottage Grove police ‘station, de- 
clared that he had three of the 


men believed to be implicated in 
the shooting under arfest, and 
wanted more time to search for a 
fourth, said to be a négro former 
soldier. 
Government Investigates, 

While the police were quizzing 
the alleged leaders of the Aybs- 
Sinian cult, Edward J. Brennan, 
chief investigator for the depart- 
ment of justice, started an in- 
quiry on behalf of the government. 


He said a searching investigation ! egercises. 
would be made to determine just. 
how far the Abyssinian movement | 


has spread, and what individuals 
are behind it. 

Resolutions denouncing Jonas as 
a white leader responsible for 
creating unrest among the negro 
population were passed today by 
several negro arganizations. They 
said that the riot was not caused 
by racial feeling, but was the re- 
sult of radical propaganda, and 
that reputable negroes had no part 
in the movement. 

Jonas was said to have been the

Redding once had lived in Boston, 
Garvey added.

Applications for admis- 
sion to the order were among the 
papers. They were captioned “Star 
Order of Ethiopia” and bore Bible 
quotations. 

Redding Is Denounced. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne today re- 
ceived the following telegram from 
New York signed “Black Star Line, 
Inc., Marcus Garvey, president.” 

“From newspaper reports it is ap- 
parent that one Grover C. Redding 
is operating in Chicago under the 
guise of an Abyssinian and a repre- 
sentative of the cdlored people. He 
has often used the name of the 
Black Star Line corporation in rep- 
resenting himself to the people. 

“This man has been operating all : 
over the United States and is a 
fraud. We have had cause to de- 
nounce him in many cities, recently 
in Boston.” 

The police said tonight that two 
negro witnesses to the affray iden- 
tified Redding as the man who 
killed Rose and Hoyt. The witnesses 
are employees of the cafe in front 
of which the shooting took place. 

Previously, Jonas had _ identified 
Redding as the man who led the pa- 
rade and who burned the flag. Red- 
ding, smartly dressed in a frock 
seat protested that his name was 
George Brown and that he had just 
come to Chicago from St. Louis. He 
said he was a laborer for the street 
railways. 

Jonas admitted to detectives that 
he was at one time a leader of the 
Abyssinian movement, but denied 
any connection with Sunday’s pa- 


rade. 
JONAS BACKS LEAGUE 
OF DARKER PEOPLE. 

New York, June 21.—R. D. Jonas, 
sought by the Chicago police in con- 
nection with riots there yesterday, 
in which two persons were killed 
following the burning of an Amer- 
ican flag, is known here as “Rev. 
Dr. P. D. Jonas, secretary of the 
League of Darker People.” He ap- 
peared in the interests of the Black 
Star Line, owners Of the steamer 
Yarmouth, whose $5,000,000 cargo 
of liquor was seized by _ federal 
agents here after the vessel had re- 
turned to port following departure 
for Cuba a few hours before the 
prohibition law went into effect. 

Jonas, who claimed to have come 
from Norfolk, Va., charged that the 
negro owners of the Yarmouth had 
been the victims of a plot to steal 
the liquor, which had culminated in 
its seizure. The vessel was finally 
permitted to leave for Havana on 
February 12, last. 

Leo H. Healy, counsel for the 
Black Star company, said today Jo- 
nas had no connection with the con- 
ern. He declared that the com- 
nany was financed by negroes and 
‘hat alleged statements by Jonas to 
' the effect that friends of Irish free- 
‘om had aided the line were “abso- 
‘utely untrue.”

RED CROSS SERVICE. 
The public nursing service which 


ican Red Cross society has adopted 
as the principal feature of its peace 
program will go a long way toward 
ameliorating a really distressful 
situation in this city. 

As Lee Ashcraft, chairman of the 
chapter, points out in his announce- 
ment of the plan, Atlanta’s nursing 
service is, at the present time, and 
long has been— 


“nractically confined to two kinds— 
that of the public health nurses 
employed by the city, whose work 
is chiefly among the poor of At- 
lanta, and that of the registered 
nurses, who work almost exclusive- 
ly in the hospitals and the homes 
of the well-to-do.” 

He goes on to say that— 


“there is no nursing service avail- 
able to the family that does not 
wish to accept charity, has the 
means to pay for some service, but 
cannot afford to send the patient to 
a hospital or secure a nurse in the 
home at $35 a week and up. 

“The public health nurses of the 
city have their hands full already, 
winter and summer; the private hos- 
pitals. are so crowded that reser- 
vations must be made weeks ahead 
of time; the facilities of Grady have 
long been inadequate, and the short- 
age of registered nurses is so great 
that they are very difficult to ob- 
tain even when the patient is finan- 
cially able to employ them.” 

As a result of this deplorable sit- 
uation it is undoubtedly true that 
many lives have been sacrificed in 
Atlanta through lack of timely and 
competent professional attention in 
time of illness. 

The Red Cross purposes to the 
limit of its capability to meet this 
need for more nurses, supplying 
limited nursing service in homes. 
A nominal fee will be charged- - 
thirty-five cents per visit being the 
amount agreed upon—but that will 
be egliected only from those who 
are able to pay for the service they 
receive, and in no case will pov- 
erty or inability to pay be permit- 
ted to stand in the way of service 
to those in need of it. 

This is a commendable policy, 
and in adopting it the local Red 
Cross chapter abundantly vindi- 
cates the position of esteem and 
high appreciation it occupies in the 
public mind, regardless of the 
equally valuable services it has 
rendered for the benefit of the 


community in the past, 


THE CASE OF JESTER. 


The removal of Dick Jester from 
the Oakland City convict camp to 
the Bibb gounty chaingang on the 


eve of the 1920 legislative session 
marks the passing from the Fulton 
county convict system of a man 
whose record proves the utter futil- 
ity of flogging as a means either of 
“reforming” convicts or of enforc- 
ing prison discipline. 

It has repeatedly been pointed 
out by state and. Fulton county 
prison authorities, in justification 
of the extent to which convict- 
whipping is practiced in the Oak- 
land C'ty camp, that it has been 
the policy of the prison commizs3ion 
to assign the “worst characters” 
and most incorrigible of the state's 
convicts to this county, for the rea- 
son that the authorities here are 
better equipped for controlling and 
disciplining them than are those of 
any other county; hence the high 
average of floggings here, as com- 
pared with those recorded against 
the wardens of other counties. 

Dick Jester has admittedly been 
a most refractory and incorrigible 
prisoner; and he has been whipped 
probably more frequently and more 
severely than has any other man 
who has served on a chaingang in 
Georgia in recent years—probably 
since the unspeakable “leasing sys- 
tem” was abolished some years 
ago. 

But the repeated beatings he has 
received for violations of prison 
rules have failed to make him 
tractable, obedient or amenable to 
chaingang discipline. 

HW whipping is effectual as a 
remédy for incorrigibility in men, 
why, it is fair to ask, has it so 
palpably failed in the case of Con- 
vict Dick Jester? 

The truth of the matter is, men 
canwot be improved, either in 
morals or conduct, »y the use of 
the lash—-by the same methods of 
treatment that brutal teamsters in- 
humanely apply to their mules. 

The flogging of men is a brutal, 
archaic, and wholly inhumane prac- 
tice; and the system in accordance 
with which it is still practic#d in 
Georgia ought to be abolished by 
the state legislature without a mo.

centenary of Harvard law school 
here today, declared that “in the art 
of governing themselVes, we not only 
fall short of what we should expect 
in a free people of so great intelli- 
gence, but we frequently present a 
sorry spectacle.” His subject was 
“Some Obgervations on Legal Edu- 
cation and Demdédcratic Progress.” 

“A passion for legistation is not a 
sign of democtatic progress,” he 
said, “and in the mass of measures 
introduced in the legislatures of our 
free commonwealths, there is too 
little evidence of perspective, and an 
abundance of elaborate and dreary 
futilities. 


“The regrettable thing,” Mr. 


Hughes continued, “is that the ten- 
dency to enact uncertain laws 
seems to be increasing, and, what is 
still worse, that the people tolerate 
it and that there are but faint de- 
mands for improvement. In fact, 
there is a disposition to revert to 
the methods of tyranny in order to 
meet the problems of democracy. 
Intent on some immediate exigency, 
and with slight consideration of 
larger issues, we create autocratic 
power by giving administrative of- 
ficials who. can threaten indictment 
the opportunities of criminal stat- 
utes without any appropriate defini- 
tion of crime.” 

“We went to war for liberty and 
democracy, with the result that we 
fedthe autocratic appetite,” he de- 
clared, “and, through a fiction per- 
missible only because the courts 
cannot know what everyone else 
knows, we have seen the war pow- 
ers, Which are essential to the 
preservation of the nation in time 
of war, exercised broadly after the 
military exigency had passed and in 
eonditions for which they were 
never intended, and we may well 
wonder, in view of the precedents 
now established, whether constitu- 
tional government, as heretofore 
maintained in this republic, could 
survive another great war, even 
victoriously waged. 

“Apart from these conditions, we 
cannot afford to ignore the indica- 
tions that, perhaps, to an extent

JUDGES BELIEVE 
COURT, NOT JURY,

That the indeterminate sentence 
law has been approved by a major- 
ity of the judges in the state is in- 
dicated by a report obtained by the 
prison commission and made public 
yesterday.

LABOR ISSUE LOOMING 
LARGE FOR DEMOCRATS

San Wrancisco, June 21.—News of 
sentiment throughout the country 
being brought to town by arriving 
delexwates and committeemen is 
making the labor issue loom large. 
When the republicans wrote what 
labor regards as a reactionary la- 
bor plank the democrats counted 
the labor vote as already in the 
till. They figured that no democrat 
save Palmer could be as offensive 
to labor as the Harding-Coolidge 
combination. 

Then the convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor at Mon- 
treal temporarily bucked Gompers 
off its back and declared for the 
Plumb plan. The democrats will 
probably have a reasonably liberal 
labor plank in their platform, but 
}it is safe prediction that it will not 
declare for the Plumb plan nor any 
kindred scheme. The democratic 
labor plank is not going to be lib- 
eral enough to satisfy the demands 
of labor as expressed by the recent 
convention at Montreal. 

Labor Wants Liberal Man, 

And now come demoerats pouring 
in from all over the country with 
the news that, while liberals and 
labor sympathizers are not Keen 
for Harding, neither are they going 
to be keen for any democratic can- 
didate who is not definitely liberal, 
and that no platform save one ap- 
proaching the Montreal declaration 
will draw much of a labor vote In 
November. 

Gompers has declared against a 
third party and called upon his fol- 
lowers to pick the field offered by 
the democrats and republicans, but 
events at Montreal proved that 
while Gompers is yet held in high 
esteem by organized labor he has 
not the power to compel labor to 
follow his political ideas. Unless 
the democrats provide a platform 
more radical than can be expected 
and offer McAdoo as the head of 
the ticket evidence is that the la- 
bor and liberal vote this year will 
go practically solid to the labor and 
liberal third party or to the social- 
ists. 

The Parties and Labor. 

Palmer’s workers here are busy 
arguing that despite his injunction 
record he can do better with labor 
than Harding and Coolidge. But 
the evidence at present legitimizes 
the belief that neither republicans 
nor democrats are going to do much 
good for themselves with iabor and 
liberals this year, unless, of: course, 
the democrats offer McAdoo—or, 
perhaps, Cox—running on a plat- 
form containing a definite wet 
plank and a flat declaration in favor 
of government ownership of rail- 
roads.

Washington, June 21.—Will H. 
Hays, chairman of the republican 
nation-" committee, today assumed 
direction of the presidential cam- 
paign of Senator Warren G. Har- 
ding. 

Hays is to be supreme chief of 
the party’s forces. He discussed 
campaign methods and other polit- 
ical matters with the candidate to- 
day, in a conference attended by 
Harry M. Daugherty, of Ohio, Har- 
ding’s precorvention political man- 
ager, and other leaders. 

It was determined that the active 
senter of the campaign will be in 
Chicago, where Hays will spena 
most of his time between now and 
Novem ber. 

The conferees assert Daugherty 
does not resent relinuqishing the 
campaign managership, and that he 
will continue active in Harding’s be.- 
half. It is understood Hays plans 
to place him on several committees, 
ane of which probably will be the 
campaign executive committee, 
which ig to be the organization im- 
mediately responsible for getting 
votes. Hays expects, however, to 
have all national committeemen 
actively at work. 

The personne) of the campaign ex- 
ecutive committee is to be an- 
nounced Tuesday. It will have fit- 
teen members, five of them women, 
among whom will be a vice chair- 
man and an assistant chairman. 

New York will be important dur- 
ing the campaign, as heretofore, but 
the real center of things will be in 
Chicago, and Hays will spend most 
of his time there.

The conference decided that Sen- 
ator Harding will be formally noti- 
fied of his nomination as the re- 
publican presidential. candidate 
July. 22 at his home in Marion. 

Governor Coolidge, of Massachu- 
setts, will be notified of his nom- 
ination by the republican party for 
vice president July 27 at his North- 
ampton home. 

The leaders determined today 
that Harding shall “out-McKinley 
McKinley” in making his front 
porch campaign. He will do most 
of his speaking from Marion, his 
home, appearing occasionally in the 
larger cities on request, There will 
be no barnstorming or _ touring. 
This was decided to be the best pé6- 
litical strategy, and an effort will 
be made to “restore dignity” to 
presidential campaigning. Govern- 
or Calvin Coolidge, of Massachu- 
setts, Harding’s running mate, will 
do like Harding. 

Harding Receives Leaders. 

Prior to his conference with the 
committee members, Mr. 
Harding held conferences with Sen- 
ator Kellogg, of Minnesota; former 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge, of In- 
diana, a former progressive leader; 
former Senator Marion Butler, of 
North Carolina, and Judge Peter C, 
Pritchard, who received the vote 
of the North Carolina delegation in 
the Chicago convention for the 
presidential nomination. All pledg- 
ed their support in the campaign, 
Senator Smoot paid the nominee a 
farewell visit before: leaving for 
his home in Utah, 

Former Senator Beveridge said, 
however, that progressives will re- 
serve the right to go beyond the 
republican platfgrm on labor issues, 
and to put their’ own interpretation 
on what the platform says in that 
regard.

The result of the directors’ meet- 
ing is viewed ds equally a aeci- 
sive victory ior President Martin, 
of the league. The seven diretcors, 
in opposition to the Little Rock cluy 
inthis matter, placed themselves on 
record as sustaining President Mar- 
tin in every action he has taken, 
including his interpretation of the 
constitution of the Southern league, 
in his opinion, that it gaVe him the 
right to approve or disaprove a 
player’s contract, and in Martin's 
appeal of the case to the circuit 
court of appeals. A strong and em- 
phatic resolution was adopted to this 
effect. 

The majority of the league direc- 
tors do not regard their victory as a 
temporary one, but a decisive and 
final one. The directors made abso- 
lutely no concession to the Little 
Rock club and did not bind them- 
selyes subject to any decision by the 
Cincinnati court. Plainly, the way 
the matter now stands is, that if the 
decision of the court of appeals is 
not agreeablato the league direc- 
tors—or a majority of them— 
they are not bound to not re- 
open‘the case which they would, no 
doubt, likely do. 

Charles Frank, president and man- 
ager of the Atlanta club, and who 
was instrumental jin bringing the 
issue toahead when he refused to 
open his park for a game between 
Atlanta and Little Rock, when it is 
alleged Manager Elberfeld, of tbe 
Little Rock ‘Travelers, announced 
;.is intentions of pitching Smith, was 
the only one of the eight directors 
who voted for an “‘open door” ses- 
sion. Tom Watkins, president of 
the Memphis club, and Jules Heine- 

nn, president of the New Orleans 
club, did not vote, but the five oth- 
ers, J. . G. Sloan, of Nashville, 
Strang Nicklin, of Chattanooga; 
John D. Logan, of Mobile; W. A. 
West, of Birmingham, and Bob Al- 
len, of Little Rock, voted that news- 
paper men be excluded. However, 
the winning factions showed no re- 
luctancy in discussing what hap- 
pened and expressing their views. 

Logan Named Chairman, 


President Martin called the meet- 
ing to order, but shortly after re- 
tired. After reading the court de- 
cree, Martin, because of the order 
in obeying the 
court order,* would take no part in 
any discussion of the Casey-Smith 
case. He admonished the directors 
to abide by the order of the court. 
President Logan, of the Mobile club, 
was made chairman of the meeting 
and J. C. Hutchinson, secretary of 
the Nashville club, named secre- 
tary of the committee. 

There followed considerable ar- 


gument and the offering of reso-, 


lutions. Allen offered a_ resolu- 
tion that the Southern league prove 
Smith and Seaton guilty of any 
wrong doing. The resolution was 
tabled. It has only Allen’s vote. 
Charles Jacobson, attorney for the 
Little Rock club, argued at length 
on the innocence of Smith and Sea- 
ton. When he finished Charles 
Frank moved that Mart@n be sus- 
tained in appealing the case to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
if mecessary. Martin has already 
signified his intention of fighting 
the case to the end in an effort 
to prove he was right in his opin- 
ion of the construction of the 
Southern league constitution in em- 
powering him to approve or dis- 
approve a player’s contract. 

Allen Agrees to Arrangement. 

After considerable arguing pro 
and con, John D. Logan, chairman, 
came out plainly and asked Pres- 
ident Allen what he was going to 
do about playing Smith and Sea- 
ton. Then Allen agreed not to have 
either player in uniform during a 
game pending the appeal to the 
Cincinnati court. 

Allen after the meeting said: “I 
accepted Logan's offer for the best 
in erests of the Southern league. 
It is not my intention to injure 
baseball. I still believe Smith and 
Seaton are innocent. Thé circuit 
court of appeals, I believe, will up- 
holdethe decision, and I hope event- 
ually to play both men.” 

Allen's’ statement that he hopes 
eventually te play both men is con- 
sidered as having much weight. It 
is the belief that Allen will realize 
that the stand taken by the major- 
ity of the directors is a firm one, 
and that their sentiment is against 
allowing Smith or Seaton to come 
into the league, if for no other rea- 
son than that they are simply un- 
desirable. 

Watkins, of Memphis; West, of 
Birmingham, and Frank, of Atlanta, 
ee ted along. together on: every- 
thing that came up during the 
meeting. 

Allen’s motion for the Southern 
league to prove Smith or Seaton 
innocent was followed later in the 
day by Charlie Frank offering on 
behalf of the Atlanta club to sub- 
scribe $250 to a fund if Allen want- 
ed to make an investigation. | 

Prior to the agreement, according 
to announcement given out at the 
end of a three-hour session behind 
closed doors, the league officials 
adopted a resolution declaring “the 
action of the president of the asso- 
ciation in resisting the suit for in-, 
junction in the federal court and his 
further action in appealing from the 
action of the district judge be and is 
hereby sustained and approved.” 

Mr. Martin did not take part in 
the meeting. In his absence John 
D. Logan; president of the Mobile 
club, acted as ‘chairman of the 
meeting which was attended by rep- 
resentatives of all the clubs in the 
league.

Chased by jnfuriated citizens, of- 
ficers of three counties and track 
hounds, the negro was captured 
early today near Stilson, in Bulloch 
county, and retur-ed to the scene 
of the crime. When the capture be- 
came known, hundreds of. people 
gathered to witness the execution, 


The negro is said to have acknowl- 
edged his guilt. 

Arriving at the point where the 
body of his alleged victim was 
found, he was chained to a sapling, 
gasoline poured over him and a 
match applied. As the flames en- 
veloped his body, he made a power- 
ful lunge and broke away from the 
tree. At that moment hundreds of 
shots were sent into his body. 

Gaithers went to the home of 
Buck Stevens, a negro, living near 
Stilson, this morning and asked for 
food. Stevens notified the authori- 
ties and Gaithers was captured as 
he was making for the woods. 


Home Guard Too Late. 


Gaithers was arrested shortly 
afterwards and placed in an auto- 
mobile to be taken to Rincon, where 
the girl's mother lives. HeAvas un- 
armed when placed under arrest, 
although several shots were fired 
at him. 

The home guard of Savannah was 
en route to the scene to protect the 
negro when the Ivnching took place. 

The crime charged to Gaithers 
was the brutal murder of Miss Anza 
Jaudon, 17 years of age, who had 
been in Savannah with her sister 
and was Yeturninge on a Friday for 
the week-end. Finding no one at 
the station to meet her, she started 
to walk the two miles to her 
father’s house. 

Crime Stirred People. 


Her father telephoned to Savan- 
nah the following Monday to learn 
why she had not come. Being told 
that she had taken the train for 
home Friday, a search we insti- 
tuted. The body was found in the 
weods near the road, within 500 
yatds of the home. The throat and 
arms were bruised and the skull 
crushed. Tracks in the sand on the 
roadside indicated a struggle. 

Gaithers was missing from his 
home. He had not been seen since, 
Friday. Circumstances pointed to 
his guilt. For a week he evaded 
posses, officers and hounds, dodg- 
ingout of swamps to procure food 
a disappearing again.
